Cross-examination of Messrs. Morgan and Baker by the 


Pujo committee has drawn from each of them an unqualified 
statement that in the play and interplay of high finance per- 
sonal character is the greatest asset. Investors, the'public, and 
officials charged wilh execution of law, so say these men who 
control hundreds of millions of bank, railroad and industrial 
securities, have no reason to fear so long as the admitted cen- 
tralized pecuniary'and social power is in the hands of men of 
character.

German chemists and .thinkers, Oslwakl 
of Leipsic University, has just gone on record with Ihe state- 
ment that human capacity for assimilation of new knowledge 
respecting natural phenomena, such as chemists, physicists, 
astronomers and the like discover, is not equal to Ihe capacity 
for discovery. 
In other words, the mechanism contrived by! 


men for co-operative notion in investigation thai produces 
1, 


knowledge and publishes it is now lurning out a volume of 
material that man cannot appropriate adequately. Something 
of the same kind is lo;be seen in the world of economics and 
ethics. Men of Ihc past two or'three generations have con- 
centrated more ability, loyally 'Hid passion to co-operative 
methods of stripping nature of wealth previously concealed 
to devices for profitable .-investment of money thus acquired, 
and to gratification of appetites and desires that a competence 
makes possible, than (hey have lo considerations of ethics, 
whether new or old. More men have been trained lo devise 
the vast enginery of commerce, business, banking and trans- 
portation than have been trained lo operate il justly after it 
has been built up. Constructive imagination has outrun con- 
structive reason or constructive good will. Witness the scar- 
city of administrators in either private or public business wilh 
either mental or moral caliber equal to their large lask. Wit- 
ness the small list of men conspicuous for ability in amassing 
great wealth for whom ihe public wilh ethical standards has 
the respect lhal is due and always given when great power has 
been used to bless mankind. For lack of sullidenl emphasis 
by society at large during the past half century on Ihe type of 
education and leaching that would furnish spiritual and iheical 
discipline lo men acquiring material things at a phenomenal 
ra|e, western civilization now. faces a social overturning lhal 
is based on revolt iigaiiisl excesses and tyrannies allied wilh 
worship of mammon.—Christian Science "Monitor.
